I he terms of the Allard-Spauhling 
compromise have been made public. 
The statement that the compromise 
has been consummated, published in 
a contemporary, was premature 1(1 
has been agreed upon, but not ef- 
fected. 

In a nut-shell, the case is this: 
Mr*. Spaulding brought suit, iu be- 
half of her children, to break the will 
of the late J. I,. Allard. She did 
this, and the next thing In order 
would bo to bring suit for onc-hnlf 
the property. Before this suit was 
iuslituted, Allard pro|»osed a compro- 
mise. He agreed to deed to Mrs. 
Spaulding and her children, one-half 
his property on this side of the river. 
In addition, he agreed to pay Mrs. 
Spatiidiug about $30". nr give ber 
the diamond pin lie once had her ar- 
rested for stealing, and to in opeu 
court xlate that lie gave it to her and 
that she did uot steal it. Further, 
he wa- lo give Mrs. Spaulding's two 
children 81 .000 jointly, for services 
they have rendered him in the past, 

• ad other considerations. In return, 
litigation between Mrs. Spaulding 
and C. O. Allard will cease. She is 
lo Hop the prosecution iu the will 
case, and also in tlio $2",U00 damage 
suit ffrotighl by her against Allard 
tor his sweating out a warrant against 
her for stealing it. 

The attorneys are still working on 
the compromise. It will in no way 
afTect the Illinois laud owned by Al- 
lard, the ownership of which may be 
settled later. 

The Allard estate has been greatly 
overestimated. Those iu a position 
lo know say that his pro|>erG on this 
side of the river is worth, all told, 
about $00,000, while his l.'iOO acres 
or more of laud on the Illinois side 
is worth hut $12,000. A Hard once 
agreed to take 1 10.000 for it. but the 
mun who desired lo purchase it had 
in the meantime bought other land.

WHO IS MAYOR? 



Looks Like 1’ariucnii Will lUvci 
Two Mayors Until Next 
Monday Nitrlit* 

IFr. J«*. laing (Qualified Yestcrduy, 
Which In tho Opinion of Hunv 
Croud* Dr. Y'elscr Out. 



Who is mayor of Paducah t Tuis 
is an interesting question whether it 
is pertiuent or uot. It is apparently 
a technical one, hut its solution will 
no doubt prove dillicult if any one 
uuderlnkes to solve it. 

Yesterday afternoon late Mayor- 
elect James Lang. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney-elect J. Wheeler Campbell. Mur- 
thabelect James Collins, and Judge- 
elect D. L. Sanders all qualified for 
their napecHve positions, the oatli of 
olllce beiug administered to Dr. 
Lang, aud Measr*. Collins and Camp- 
bell by Judge Sanders, and to Judge 
Sanders by Justice Winchester. 

Mayor-elect Lang was *ecn by a 
reporter this morning, aud staled iu 
reply to a question, that he qualiiied 
simply to be on the safe side, as the 
law specifies that nil city officer* shall 
qualify withlu thirty days after their 
election. The Si s did not take the 
trouble lo look up the law, but. con- 
ceding that there exists such a law, 
the salient |*o. tit is nut materially 
modified. 

The charter says, under the cap- 
tion ‘Executive Department:” 

Sec. 30. The chief executive au- 
thority shall <>e vested in a chief mag- 
Dilute. who shall lie "tvlcil the mayor. 

The mayor shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of the city for a term] 
of four years, and shall enter uj">n 
the oischarge of the duties of his (,{. 
olllce on the lirst Monday in Decem- 
ber next after Ilia electlou, and shall 
hold until his successor is elected and 
qualified. He shall uot be eligible 
for the succeeding term. 

The law is pLin. The mayor 
shall hold oilice “until his successor 
is elected ai d qualified." He can 
not be mayor while some one else Is 
mayor, and someone else cannot be 
mayor while he is mayor. In other 
words, a city cannot have two mayors 
at the same time : yet that’s what Pa- 
ducah has now . Mr. Lang was duly 
elected. He has qualitleil. He| 
qualiiied yesterday, his bond having 
been accepted last Monday night. 
If lie has uot qualified he cannot now 
do so, according to the law he al- 
luded to in a conversation willi a le- 
porler, as the specified thirty days 
have expired since his elect i >n. If 
he has qualiiied lie is legally mayor, 
aud as there eau be but ouc mayor, 
the question is what positiou docs 
Mayor Y eiser hold? lie entered into 
his duties on the lir*t Moudny in 
December four years ago, and ha- 
held until his successor was elected 
aud quuhlix*d. 

\ arious apimons wore vouchsafed 
by different people interviewed today, 
but opinion or no opinion, the charier 
is plain when it say* the mayor shall 
hold until his successor is elected or 
qualiiied. This doesn't mean he 
shall hold until alter his successor is 
elected and qunlilixvl nur before he is 
elected ami qualiiied. but Just iu 
plain Euglish, “until he is elected 
ami qualified.” 

YVliile the charter a!*o says he shall 
enter into his duties on the lirst Mon* 
day in December, there is an alterna* 
live, and thi* is that lie shall cuter 
iulo his duties when his successor 
qualities. Should the mayor die in 
the middle of the year, it would be 
ab'urd to coutcud that his successor 
would have lo wait until the follow- 
ing December to enter into his du- 
ties. llis successor would begiu ns 
*oon as be qualified. 

Mayor-elect bang has now quali- 
fied, and it looks from one stand- 
point, a* if ho lias crowded his friend, 
l>r. Yeiscr, out of the otlice. If he 
lias, Mayor I.aug will have the honor 
to preside over a Republican council 
meeting uext Monday afternoon when 
the present council winds up his busi- 
ness, for Mayor Yeiscr, uot being 
mayor, cannot legally do so.

GERMANY AND HAYTI. 

The negro republic of Hayti is 
small, hut it is in Hie midst of an 
international affair of honor with 
Germany that is indeed very serious, 
and one that illustrates the bully ing 
tone that Germany indulges in with 
inferior nations. The trouble arose 
over nn insolent half-breed who 
ought to be behind the bars, Lueders 
by uaiue. This fcllJW wa* an all- 
round bully and u familiar guest at 
the police court. His father wus n 
German aud hi* mother a Huylian 
negro woman; he was born in Hayti 
and until a short time ago wa* a 
Huylian himself. But for some 

re isou lie had himself registered at 
the German consulate. He still con- 
liuued his gay and festive ways, and 
in one of his hilarious moods he as- 
saulted a cab driver aud was given 
thirty days and costs. 

^Lueders considered .this an out- 
rage upon a high minded and peac- 
able citizen, who had fought only- 
four duels besides other Ihtle affairs, 
and he took an appeal to the “Cor- 
rec'.iooal couri” a* it is called there, 
aud his ease was “corrected” to the 
tune of twelve mouths iu the city 
bastile and u fine of 590 francs. 
By this time tlie Geimau consul 
thought that IbeG.rman Empire bad 
been grossly insulted and lie interfer- 
ed, aud reported the ease to Berliu. 
Tlie German government sized up its 
wounded fecliug* aud demanded an 
indemnity of $1,000.00 for each day 
the “Gerinnn citizen,” Lueders, had 
been in jail ami $5,000.00 for each 
day that the llaytiuu government 
delayed in acceding to the demand. 
As he had beeu in jail twenty-three 
day* and six days e upstd after the 
demand hud beeu mui)k before Lue-
